Destruction of a Hotel in Indiana—An 
Opera-House at Defiance, 
O,—Other Fires. 


W.Bpasn, Ind., Jan. 25.—[Special.}—Flan- 
nagan & Hoover’s hotel at North Manches- 
ter, this county, known as the American 
House, burned this morning at 10 o’cloeck. A 
defective flue in the grocery of Strause &

STEEL BLOOMS. 
EFFECT OF THE raoresa® INCREASE OF THE 


Des Mores, la, Jan. 25.—[Special.}+ 
Your correspondent today visited several 
prominent business-men closely idéntified 
with farmers to get their views as to the 
probable effect of the increase of duty on 
steel blooms and steel wire on the agricul- 
tural interests of Lowa. 

William L. Carpenter, Managing Agent of 
the lowa Farmers’ Protective Association, 
who makes barbed wire without license from 
the monopoly, said: 

“The rssult will ultimately be to increase 
the price. lowa uses more barbed wire than 
any other State in the Union. A very slight 
increase in the cost would amount to a large 
sum. Take the Marshalltown Company, ll- 
censed by the Washburn Company, and at 
the rate of increase of tariff the cost will be 
$150,000 a year, and they are but one ofa 
large numberof companies in this State 
alone. The increase would be $120 per Gar if 
the price is raised according. to 
the increase of tariff. 1 have 
no doubt this new tariff would 
cost the farmers of lowa $1,000,000 a year. 
True, it may increase manufactories in this 
country, and prices may remain abeut as they 
are; but before there was any agitation of 
this tariff prices were tending downward. 
German and English wire rods were brought 
here, and the competition resulted in forcing 
down prices. So soon as agitation began 
prices began to stiffen, and they have been 
growing firmer continually. Whatever may 
be the result of competition from increased 
manufacture, the fact remains that the 
barbed-wire monopoly has the power under 
this new tariff to increase the price of wire, 
and that is paid by the consumer. The whole 
scheme is for the benefit of the Washburn 
monopoly. They have many ways by which 
they ean increase the price ostensibly very 
reasonable, but, tn fact, largely fictitious, and 
that is in the process of making, galvanizing, 
etc.” 


THE OPPOSIT VIEW. 

Ex-Gov. Merrill, Republican, said: 

“I do not think it will necessarily increase 
the price of barbed wire, It will certainly 
inerease the manufacturing in this country 
and protect American laber. Yes, it is true, 
combinations may be formed to keep prices up 
for a short time, but they are always tem- 
porary. The object of this protective feature 
is to retain to our manufacturers the markets 
of this country. This country would be 
fleoded with foreign goods and our people 
compelled to labor for less prices, with an 
uncertain home market. Our country and 
people have always prospered under a high 
protective tariff, and 1 do not think the in- 
creased tariff on wire rods will materially 
affect the farmers of lowa.”’ 

A DISSENTING BROTHER. 

H. Merrill, brother of the ex-Governor 
Republican, and Vice-President of the Citi- 
zens’ National Bank, who was sitting near, 


said: 
“The Governor is all wrong. Wire rods 


should be free from all tax, so that anybody 


could buy them in the open markets of the 
worid at the lowest price. A tariff tends to 
increase the price to the constmer—not as a 
rule, perhaps, but in the case of steel wire 
rods it does, and therefore is against the ag- 
ricultural interests of lowa. The Governor 
goes too far in his notions.”

nsed for fencing is nearly all made from steel 
rods and Ovlvoms tinported_from Germany. 
On thesé the duty is now onl\ half a cent a 
pound, or $10 aton. This makes the tax on 
each mile of wire-fence constructed 8: 
lowiue 1,000 pounds to the mile., If the 
até bill as amended becomes a law the tax is 
doubled, or $10a mile.. When we come to 
add this tax to the 60,000 tons of wire an- 
nually used by Western farmers for the one 
item of fencing, itamounts to an aggregate 
tax of $600,000, or an increase over the pres- 
ent tariff of $300, 000 annually. Last winter, 
when a similar attempt was made 
steel 
rods, the lowa Legislature, then in 
session, passed joint resolutions pemay: ng 
our members of Congress to eee the in- 
crease of duty as oppressive to lowa farm- 
ers. The Legislature was strongly Repub- 
licanin both branches, and the resolutions 
were introduced by a prominent Republican 
Senator, and supported by alarge majority 
of the Republican members. This increase 
of duty on steel as adopted will be a heavy 
tax on other manufactured articles largely 
used by-our Western farmers. It is estimated 
that the present duty on steel puts a tax of 
from $1 to $2 on every plow, culti- 
yator, corn-planter, and hay-rake used 
on the farm. It Had been supposed that, in 
compliance with the popular demand, this 
Congress would, in revising the tariff, iarge- 
ly reduce these duties that bear so heavily 
upon industry; but the action of the Senate 
indicates an increase in the taxes that affect 
the price of farm implements and improve- 
ments. The more closely the report of the 
Tariff Commission is examined the clearer it 
becomes that its proposed reductions are on 
unimportant articles, and that in many cases 
it increases the duties on the necessaries of 
life. There is a rapidly-growing demand 
among Western farmers that Congress shal 
reduce the taxes that bear so heavily ween 
their industry, and nothing short of a oy a 
revision of the tariff in this respect will 
isfy them. With an annual revenue a a 
in excess of the requirements of the Govern- 
ment, they will insist upon such a revised 
tariff as will protect the interest of the many 
instead of the few.’

THE IRON WAR, 
THE BESSEMER-STEFL VS. THE IYRON-ORE 
MEN. 

Pirrspune, Pa., Jan. %.4([Special.|—The 
war that has broken out In Congress between 
the Bessemer-stee! and the iron-ore men was 
the subject of considerable comment here to- 
day. The animus of the trouble is said to be 
that the Bessemer men controlied the Tariff 
Commission and had practically dictated the 
entire metal schedule as lald before the com- 
mission to snit themselves instead of tlie 
iron-mem. This chargé Was made by Warner 
Miller, of New York, In a paper read before 
the Senate yesterday, and as a result a bitter 
feeling was stirred up on both sides. A 
proposition to have the duty on foreign ore 
raisea from 50 to @ cents per ton was Op- 
posed by the Lessemer men, and subsequent- 
ly, when the question of duty on steel ingots, 
blooms, and rails come up, the iron-ore men 
retaliated by vigorously favoring a reduction 
in the tariff. 

At the office of the Edgar Thomson Steel- 
Works a representative of the company 
stated that he had given the question no con- 
sideration, having just read the account of 
the difficulty in the Senate. He could assign 
no cause for any antagonism between Besse- 
mer manufacturers and iron-ore men, and 
knew of no reason for opposition on either 
side. 

PURE CUSSEDNESS. 

Mr, James Bennett, of Graff, Bennett & 
Co., whois generally an authority on ques- 
tions appertaining to his trade, said that he 
had merely glanced at the headlines of the 
article regarding the trouble a} Washington, 
and regretted that he was therefore not pre- 
pared to express an opinion on the subject.

TARIFF REFORM. 
SENATOR M’PHERSON’S VIEWS. 

New York, Jan. 25.—(Special.}—Senator 
McPherson left Trenton for Washington last 
night. Before his departure he spoke to 
your correspondeut briefly on the tariff ques- 
tion. He said he was in favor of a thorough 
readjustment of the tariff system. The in- 
ternal-revenue taxes should be abolished. 
There should be a tariff for the protection 
of home industry, but it should not extend 
to the length of protecting monopolies. The 
thing to be done was to draw the line be- 
tween the two. A tariff that protected a 
certain limited class of producers from for- 
eign competition encouraged monopoly and 
affected directly the interests of the 
people. Insuchacase there should be a 
low tariff. if anything, te enable foreign pro- 
ducers to place their goods on the American 
market along with the American produce. 
Such a state of things would increase the de- 
mand for the goods in question, and would 
stimulate business with the American pro- 
ducers. ‘The tariff would bear a reduction in 
some cases and abolition in others. No tariff 
should be abolished that would have an ef- 
fect injurious to the interests of the labor- 
ing people. He believed in a tariff sys- 
tem that would protect them, give 
them the comforts of life, * the 
opportunities of schooling their children, 
and of acquiring homes for their families. 
Any tariff system that operated against tnat 
idea was defective. The time was coming, 
he thought, when the tariff would be read- 
justed on a basis that would protect the peo- 
ple as well as the manufacturer, aud yet not 
be in the interest of monopolies.

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THE TRUNK LINES. 
REGULATING TERMINAL CHARGES. 
New York, Jan. %.—[Special.}—There 
will be an important meeting at Commission- 
er Fink’s office tomorrow in regard to trunk- 
line matters. The Vice-Presidents of the 


roads will be present,and probably Presi- 
dent Jewett, of the New York, Lake Erie & 
Western, and President Koberts, of the 
Pennsylvania Company. In July last the 
trunk lines agreed to equalize terminal 
charges at the Atlantic seaports,. The agree- 
ment provided that at New York an elevating 
charge of one cent per bushel should be col- 
lected on grain, whether the grain was load- 
ed on to vessels at the elevators of 
companies, or lightered 
down the river and delivered “in 
dock or harbor. Previous to this arrange- 
ment the New York roads made no charge 
except “terming” ip transferring grain 
from their elevators to the vessels that came 
up to the elevators. The New York roads 
refused assent to it at first, but as the agree- 
ment was practically insisted upon by the 
Pennsylvania and the Baltimore & Uhio 
Roads as a condition te the restoration of 
rates and the copnumenen of the east-bound 

| it was finally accepted. The new plan, 
t is said, has worked detriment to the inter- 
ests of the New York roads. When it was 
adopted the vessels that had been chartered 
were forced to accept the new 
charges. Since then, however, yer serv have 
refused largely to go to the railfead ele- 
vators, demanding that their shipments be 
lightered down inte the harbor or to the 
docks where their vessels were lying. Al- 
though the floating-elevator charges were as 
much as the charges demanded by the roads, 
merchants preferred to pay the former in 
order to punish the ratiroads for their action. 
The expense of Renters to the roads was 
largely increased, until it Ww heavy to 
bear. Notice was given by the New York 
roads to the Pennsy!vania and the Baltimore 
& Ohio that after last Monday the 
July agreement would not be enforced. The 
two latter companies, however, requested 
that this action be postponed until a con- 
sultation could be had on the subject. The 
New York roads consented to this request, 
and the meet for today was called. There 
is little probability that the meeting will re- 
sult in changing the purpose of the New 
York lines to restore the old system.

AERONAUTISM. 


The Tragic Fate of Sivel and Croce- 
Spinelli, 

The tragic end of the last balloon ascen- 
sion of the two aeronauts, MM. Sivel and 
Croce-Spinelli, was briefly told by telegraph 
at the date of the occurrence; but-it has re- 
mained for M. Paul Bert—more éelebrated 
perhaps as an experimental physiologist 
than as a Minister of Public Instruction—to 
give the inner history of an affair that proved 
a puzzie at the time alike to European and 
American journalists. lt appears from Dr. 
Bert’s statement, which has just been pub- 
lished asa partof his essay on “Mountain 
Sickness,” that the journey into the blue ether 
undertaken by Sivel and Croce-Spinelli was 
rather a scientific quest than a mere voyage 
of curiosity. For several years Dr. bas 
been engaged in perfecting an experimental 
demonstration of his theory of the cause of 
the symptoms experienced by travelers in 
the higher altitudes of the Alps—the loss of 
sensibility, impairment of hearing and vision, 
and surging unconsciousness which almost 
every mountain-climber has more or less 
graphically described. His view has been 
that privation of oxygen—deficiency of that 
element in the highiy-raretied upper atmos- 
phere—is responsible for these eoenomans, 
and to demonstrate its accuracy he has con- 
structed in his laboratory an immense conic- 
al apartment, shaped like a diving-bell, in 
which the aircan be gradually rarefied by 
exhalation until all the gradations of moa- 
erate and high altitudes have been exactly 
reproduced. ‘The result has been com- 
pietely successful, alk the varying forms and 
intensities of mountain sickness having been 
artificially produced. But the process is not 
unattended with danger, for the insensibility 
is followed by asphyxia, and the latter by 
almost: immediate death. To obviate this 
risk the inmate of the bell is provided with 
an oxygen tube, and by placing its nozzle in 
his mouth and taking a deep inspiration of 
the gas the symptoms vanish as by a wizard 
spell.. Sivel and Croce-Spinelli often partici- 
pated in these experiments, and on one oc- 
casion the latter delayed putting the tube to 
his lips fur so iong a time that death was 
imminent. Bert (who was observing the 
symptoms) was just about to open the valve 
and let the air into the bell, when Croce-Spin- 
elli slowly and languidly lifted the nozzle to 
his mouth. He wasalready biack in the face, 
deaf, blind, and nearly insénsible, but in- 
stantaneously the symptoms vanished ana 
his complexion resumed its ordinary tone. 
On the strength of these experiments the 
two aeronauts agreed to take a juurney to 
altitudes that have hitherto proved inaccesst- 
ble, even to the most daring, for the pur 
of making meteorological observations, 
taking a supply of oxygen with them so as 
to be able to correct the dangerous symp- 
toms arising from extreme rarefaction. Bert 
was absent from France when the attempt 
was made, and, contrary to his advice, the 
quantity of oxygen that the two martyrs to 
science carried with them was very limited. 
The tragic fate of the explorers has been 
told already. in their effort to pro- 
long their residence in the upper ether 
they carried the task of economizing 
the coutents of the oxygen-bag a trifle too 
far. Croce-Spinelli was the first to suecumb, 
in the very act of putt forth his hand to 
grasp the Lube. He. delayed a second 
too long; his hand refused to rv 
his volition: he feli down ina faint and d 
Sivel shared his fate. Bert was deeply at-. 
fected by the death of his aeronautic friends, 
and, with the self-accusing, self-tormenting 
spirit of a sensitive nature, he nocngee 
himself something of the responsibility, albe- 
it he was not consulted in the details of the 
ascension nor present when it was under- 
taken. In recounting the narrative of his 
relation to the experiment of MAi-. Sivel aad 
Croce-Spinelli he declares that

They 
have no right to abuse their ownership of 
vast tracts of primeval forest by using it to 
destroy the welfare of the community which 
gives them their title and defends it for them.

Tue Senate on Wednesday voted to reduce 
the enormous tariff taxon steel barely one- 
tenth of one cent a pound and on steel rails 
one-eighth of a cent a pound. Forthwith 
Beggar Parks, of. Pittsburg, dissolves his 
stealy-blue eyes in tears to an accompani- 
ment of sobs from all the other beggars, and 
declares that “the steel manufacture is 
ruined.” Plate-Glass De Pauw, of Indiana, 
who has the Western giass market farmed 
out to him, notifies the worid that he and his 
$1,500,000 investment will go out in biue ruin 
if a single cent is taken off his 120 per cent 
tariff bonus. As for the lumber industry, 
that, of course, is all gone now that the Sen- 
ate has voted to place lumber ‘on the free list. 
The pine trees of Michigan and Wis- 
consin, out of respect for. “the dig- 
nity of American labor,” can do no 
less than stop growing since the Senate has 
set them on the same degraded level as the 
pauper pinesof Canada. There is a silver 
lining to the cloud. These beggars on 
horseback are easily ruined, but the country 
can stand’a great deal of their kind of ruin. 
To be plainspoken, these more-tariff lobby- 
ists are playing a bluff game on Congress. 
When they threaten “ruin” they are trying 
to scare timid Congressmen. They are 
practicing deception by telling lies; that is 
the, plain English of it. The enormous war 
taxes can be cut down ten times as much as 
is proposed without ruining anybody. The 
whole cry is sheer humbug. 


Tue Pennsylvania ultra-protectionists are 
bringing their laborers into the lobby. Pres- 
ident Jarrett, of the Knights of Labor, has 
been in Washington a week with members 
of the Iron and Steel Workers’ Association 
urging the passage of the bill increasing the 
taxes on iron and steel. Senator Cameron 
on Monday presented eighteen petitions 
signed by bamboozled workingmen in various 
iron and steel milis in Pennsylvania, pray- 
ing that at the least the vast tariff taxes rec- 
ommended by the Tariff Commission (H. W. 
Oliver) be adopted. ‘These are the precur- 
sors, it was announced, of thousands of 
similar petitions that will soon be showering 
down upon the House and Senate. This 
spontaneous prayer of the workingmen lost 
most of its affecting spontaneity when it was 
pointed out by some keen-eyed opponent of 
the doctrine that the taxes should be levied 
not for the people, but for Pittsburg; that 
all the petitions were in exactly the same 
language and were on identical blanks. The 
generosity of the workingmen, like that of 
the masses in all times, is proving their 
greatest enemy. They are now suffering 
themselves to be marshaled in defense of a 
system which excludes the foreign products 
that compete with their employers, but invites 
the importation of the foreign “ pauper” Ia- 
bor that competes with themselves. Working- 
men are not usually statisticians, but they do 
not need to be to know how much more un- 
der the ultra-protective system the cost of 
living has advanced than their wages. Ac- 
cording to the figures of the Massachusetts 
Bureau of Labor Statistics the advance in 
wages since 1860 bas been about 31 2-10 per 
cent, while in the same time the cost of liv- 
ing has increased 41 3-10 per cent. The 
cénsus figures of the wages paid in the vari- 
ous manufacturing industries of the country 
will show any workingman who will send to 
his member of Congress for them just how 
much to be relied upon are the promises of 
high wages by which he is indueed to march 
to the front whenever the *‘ protective ’’ sys- 
tem is approached by the pickets of the rey- 
enue reformers. They cannot be printed too 
often. Here they are again:

It is not a generation since a writer in the 
New York Tinea ridiculed the idea that the 
trades-union could ever take root in this 
country—the paradise of the laborer. Today 
we find the struggle for work so sharpened 
that the workingmen complain all over the 
country of so comparatively little a thing as 
the competition of convict labor. A domi- 
nant class of syndicates and monopolists are 
using the Government to shift the riches of 
the people into their own pockets. They 
use public franchises for the creation of cor- 
porations which acquire enormous wealth, 
but not by labor, unless “ working”’ the pub- 
lic is labor, Subsidies, land-grants, the con- 
traet by which Alaska has been handed over 
to a single company, the laws passed in Wash- 
ington at the demandof iron and woolen men 
for special taxes, aré all of a piece. They are

GERMAN SYMPATHY FOR HIGHER LI- 
CENSE 


In the discussion of the now important 
question of fixing a proper fee to be paid for 
saloon jicenses, Tus TRIBUNE, representing 
the general public, has always welcomed any 
expression pointing to an earnest disposition 
on the part of the German population in favor 
of an increase of the rate of licenses, as is 
demanded by the general good and public 
sentiment. The Staats-Zettwng is an organ 
to some extent of the German sentiment of 
this city, and Mr. Washington Hesing, one of 
the proprietors of that paper, in an interv iew 
published yesterday frankly States that he 
favors a higher rate of license than is paid 
now, though he does not favor the uniform 
rate of $500, as generally proposed. He fears 
that a $500 license would not have the effect 
of breaking up disreputable establishments 
to the extent expected, becanse some of 
these dens of vice are able to pay any rate 
é¢hat may be demandéd. 

The answer is, the fact that high license 
has had the effect to abolish the bulk of such 
places wherever it has been tried. It is not 
claimed that the mere increase of the license 
will reform all saloons. But wherever high 
license (say $500) has been adopted, the party 
seeking license has been com pelted to furnish 
responsible bondsmen, stipulating to pay all 
penalties for any violation of the terms of the 
license to keep an orderly and decent place. 
The penalties are not the mere $5 inflicted as 
now by sympathizing Justices of the Peace, 
but penalties equal to the rate of the license. 
Disreputable or disorderly saloons cannot 
survive such regulatidén very long. ‘The 
Mayor ahd Council ought not to be allowed 
to remit any of the penalties under a well- 
matured license law. This system has 
worked effectually wherever tried. Each re- 
sponsible man holding a license becomes at 
once a vigilant enforcer of the law. That 
objection of Mr. Hesing is therefore a weak 
one. He, however, puts acase which, seem- 
ingly, is a stronger one. He Says:

table saloons, which are, for the laboring 
aban. a positive necessity.

That 
man selis about one keg of beer a day, from 
which he receives from $6 to $8 That man 
barely makes a living, and then be is a matter of 
necessity for the laborer who goes there at noon 
with dry piece of bread and pays tive cents for a 
giassof beer. A %500 license would wipe bim 
out of existence. He cannot pay more than $100 
at the most. 

It is only necessary for any person to visit 
the Fifth or Fourteenth Wards, in which the 
rolling-mills are located, to see the number 
of saloons in full biast. They are so numer- 
ous that they stand in rows. They are of all 
classes and grades, but principally of the 
class described where the daily sale consists 
of a barrel of beer and jug of whisky, and 
the average number of customers does not 
exceed twenty-five to forty. Can it be pre- 
tended that the scores of such doggeries are 
a “positive necessity” anywhere in any 
part of these wards or any other in the city ? 
The effect of a $500 license would be to close 
up a majority of these dramshops, 

Those who can pay will keep more respect- 
able places than ever before, while those who 
cannot pay will quit the business and their 
owners go into some more useful employ- 
ment. The effect of closing up two-thirds or 
more of the liquor-shops planted around the 
rolling-milis and packing-houses will be a 
great public blessing, as the bulk of them 
are vile nuisances and perfect hell-holes 
which rob the laboring classes of their wages 
and morals. Mr. Mesing cannot ignore the 
fact that saloons are far too numerous to 
meet any public want, and he cannot ques- 
tion the other fact that the increase of their 
number tends to degrade the character of the 
business they do. To reduce the number will 
still leave the public full opportunity to be 
accommodated, and permit the saloonkeeper 
te improve the surroundings of his establish- 
ment. In the meantime the public will be 
gratified to learn that the Staats-Zeitung 
favors a mach higher license than is now 


paid, 
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THE “ROOKERY’’ LOT SHOULD BE SOLD. 

There is a proposition before the City 
Council to sell the fine corner lot on which 
the present city building called the “ rook- 
ery” is located: This jot, fronting on 
La Salle street, 200 feet square, is on the 
same block with the Grand Pacific Hotel 
and on the block north of the new Board of 
Trade Building. Itis said that the city can 
get the great price of $360,000 for the prop- 
erty, or $1,800 per foot front. 

The new City-Hall is uncompleted, and it 
will require $400,000 to finish and furnish it. 
The Harrison Administration has _  ex- 
hausted all the assets in the shape of back 
taxes left to it as a legacy from the Adminis- 
tration of Mayor Ileath, and is now brought 
down to the hard-pan of a direct levy of 
taxes. The progeeds of these will not justify 
any expenditare for the new City-Hall or 
for viaducts or any addition to the limited 
and insufficient appropriations for the Police 
and Fire Departments. The city is unable 
even to pay the cost of paving street intersec- 
tions. 

It is given out by Mayor Harrison in inter- 
views that he is opposed to selling the 
“rookery lot,” wishing the city to hold it, 
and by leasing it obtain some annual income 
therefrom. 

Let us examine the wisdom of this propo- 
‘sition of “ hizzoner” from a financial stand- 
point. 

The saleof the “rookety lot” for $360,000 
would place that sum of .money in the City 
Treasury and make that valuable property 
taxable for city, county, and State purposes. 
The property would of course be improved, 
and the improvements would also be taxable. 
The city at present derives nothing from this 
lot or from the $360,000 sunk in it, The 
interest on the value of the lot at 6 per 
centis equal to $21,600 and the taxes that 
might be collected thereon when improved 
are equal to $5,000, making a total loss to the 
city of $26,600 annually. 

In addition to this, the county would re- 
ceive annually from taxes $1,500 and the 
State $600, or $2,100 more public revenue 
where none is now collected. If the lot be 
sold at the price suggested the city would 
secure what would be equivalent to a per- 
manent income of $26,600 instead of such 
ground rent as might be got for it eight or 
ten years hence when the City-Hall is com- 
pleted. 

Does Mayor Harrison suppose that this lot, 
if leased, would ever produce any rental equal 
to the interest and taxes we have named? 
If he does he is laboring under a delusion. 

The city sold the old hospital lot a few days 
ago for $00,000. It has been idle and profit- 
less for ten years or more. It will now be 
listed, with the improvements on it, among 
the taxables, and as private property will 
contribute continuously to the City Treasury. 
‘The sale of the rookery lot will, on @ larger 
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| the City Treasury instead of being « deed | saloons 


all the city property not used for municipal 
purposes should e sold and be made pro- 
ductive in the way of taxation for all city 


purposes. 

The objection that the city lot i6 the prop- 
erty of the “water fund” does not change 
the case at all. It simply means that $360,000 
of the water-fund property is now a dead 
loss to that fund, yielding nothing, though 
water bonds to that same amount are out- 
standing and are a charge to that fund at 
7 per cent ot $25,200 a year for interest. In- 
stead of having an annual revenue of $28,000 
from that lot for the water fund, the lot as 
it now stands is an annual cost to the city of 
an equalsum. There may be something in 
the law which will compel the application 
of the $860,000 to the water fund, but such 
application will only reduce that much of 
the water debt and reduce the annual tax 
for interest $25,000, The balance in either 
case will be again in the use of the invest- 
ment of over $25,000 a year to the city. Let 
the lot be sold to the best bidder as soon as 
a sale can be made. 


JURORS WHO HAVE INCIDENTALLY EX- 
PRESSED AN OPINION. 

One H. G. Whitlock, called “Judge” by a 
Jacksonville newspaper to which he has 
written a communication, undertakes at that 
long range to criticise Tax Trisune for 
suggesting an amendment to the Illinois 
criminal law which shall permit men who 
read the news of the day to serve as jurors, 
The point made by the Jacksonville 
“* Judge” is that the law as it stands already 
permits this. But in practice it does nothing 
of the kind, as the section in question con- 
tains a clause which forbids newspaper read- 
ers from acting as jurors in criminal trials. 
As this matter has been more or less con- 
fused by the proceedings of the Bar Associa- 
tion and subsequent communications from 
Chicago lawyers, it may be well to point out 
the actual status of the present law. 

Some years ago public opinion revolted 
against the exclusion from jury service of 
the men who know-how to read and read the 
publie journals, and pressure of public opin- 
ion was brought to bear on the then Legisla- 
ture to,provide relief. Experience had 
proved that the right to challenge for cause 
every man who confessed that he had read a 
newspaper account of the case had the effect 
to cireumscribe jury service to the ignorant 
or depraved classes—either those who could 
not read, or those who, knowing how to read, 
were willing to deny it in order to serve on 
juries in the interest of criminals. The Leg- 
islature, in obedience to the public demand, 
undertook to remedy this shameful state of 
things. but the Judiciary Committeee which 
prepared the bill dishonestly introduced 
a clause which was intended to and 
does practically nullify the supposed ‘pur- 
pose of the amendment. The section says 
that the reading of a newspaper account of a 
crime that had been committed or the form- 
ing ofan opinion about such crime should 
not disqualify a person from serving en a 
jury trying the alleged criminal if such per- 
son would state on oath that he was able to 
render ap impartial verdict according to the 
law and the evidence. If the section had 
stopped there it would have been all right: 
but a clause was added which emasculated 
it. The law required parenthetically that if 
the person’ summoned for jury service had 
expressed an opinion he should be dis- 
qualified. This left the matter just where it 
stood before. An intelligent man who reads 
ofacrimeina newspaper at the breakfast 
table is very apt to talk it over and casually 
“express an opinion about it” to his family: 
and if he expresses on opinion the very fact 
that be has taken sufficient interest in the 
crime committed to de s0 disqualifies him 
from acting asajuror. Ifa citizen reads, or 
hears another read, of a man being attacked 
on the street, robbed, and nearly murdered 
by a sandbagger, and expresses the opinion 
that the person who committed the crime 
ought to be punished, then counsel for the 


' sandbagger rejects that citizen as an unfit 


juror when the case comes to be tried, even 
though the case has been forgotten and the 
citizen is able to swear that he can give the 
accused a fair trial. Still, he is ordered to 
stand aside. In this way hundreds of intel- 
ligent, fair-minded men are rejected, and the 
panel is finally filled with grossly unfit men. 
Thus it appears that the present statute was 
willfully made utterly ineffective so far as 
it is intended to open the way for 
fit and intelligent men to serve on 
juries in criminal! cases. An amendment of 
the law now on the statute-books is just as 
important as it would be to pass a new law 
if there were no statutory provision what- 
ever. if weare to have intelligent juries, 
the reading of a newspaper, the formation of 
an opinion, and the expression of such opin- 
ion should not exclude any one who will 
swear that he is able and willing to find a ver- 
dict according to the law and the facts. The 
Legislature should include this in its proj- 
ect of criminal-law reform this winter. This 
Jacksonville “Judge” shows either that he 
is in favor of the disqualifying clause of the 
statute in order to aid guilty men to escape 
punishment or that he is too feeble-minded 
to perceive the mischief the clause‘inflicts on 
justice. In either case he would have acted 


more wisely to have remained silent, 
| ALDERMANIC DEPRAVITY. 

There was printed in Tus CuicaGco TrRis- 
UNE yesterday morning a circumstantial 
statement of the manner In which Aldermen 
of this city are in the habit of interfering 
with justice by giving bail for notorious 
criminals, and turning them loose upon the 
community until they dre wanted for trial, 
or releasing them altogether through their 
influence. Three instances of these disgrace- 
ful practices were cited. In one case an Al- 
derman went bail for two thugs, one of them 
his brother-in-law, and the other one of the 
most notorious ruffians in the city. The 
latter upon being released immediately as- 
saulted another man and sought to rob him. 
In the second case an Alderman, itis reported, 
attends the court of Justice Ingersoll—who, 
it will be remembered, recently Jet a “ sand- 
bagger’’ off with a fine of ten dollars !—and 
looks after the thugs who have worked or 
voted for him and secures their release by 
his influence. In the third case, an Alder- 
man secured the release on bail of the keeper 
of anotorious resort for thieves and crimi- 
nals of all kinds, though it was represented 
to him by the police that it would interfere 
with justice and prevent them from arresting 
others whom they wanted. 

The conduct ef these officials is scandal- 
ous and disreputable. It is tantamount toa 
direct interference with law and justice, and 
deserves not only rebuke but punishment, 
The statutes should be so amended that any 
Alderman guiity of such infamous practices 
shall be indicted, and if found guilty shail 
be fined and stripped of his office. This city 
is suffering from the ravages of thieves and 
sandbaggers, but what relief can be expected 
when Aidermen are conveniently at hand to 
secure their release in case they vote for 
them, and with brazen assurance step in and 
thwart the police in their efforts to ar- 
rest these ruffians? This is adding insult 
to injury, and it should not be al- 
lowed to go unpunished... The least 
that can be done would be to declare that 
every Alderman shall forfeit his seat who is 
engaged in pardon brokerage, in releasing 
criminals by his influence, or in going se- 
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curity, it would seem that the City of Chi- 
cago is abandoned to the tender mercies of 


the scum of its population. When someof 


look specially for protection turn out to be 
in league with ruffians it is time that the 
people rise and demand that they (the Alder- 
men) shall be punished. Whatever other 
penalty is inflicted, it should be made cer- 
tain at least that they forfeit their seats.

THE SAN FRANCISCO CHARTER. 

Anew charter has been prepared for the City 
of San Francisco by aboard of fifteen freehold 
ers elected for that purpose jast November. 
It has yet to be submitted to the voters of the 
city, and if approved by the majority will be 
submitted to the Legislature for ratification 
as a whole, and if ratified will become the 
» organic law of the city. The charter is very 
long, occupying nearly four pages of the 
Chronicle, but its salient points may be 
briefly stated. 

The charter provides for the government 
beth of the city and county by two Boards 
of Supervisors, called the Board of Alder- 
men and Board of Assistant Aldermen, the for- 
mer consisting of twelve persons from the city 
and county and the latter of twelve persons 
from the city, to meet once a month. Every 
bill must pass both boards and be signed by 
the Mayor before it can become a law. No 
department, board, or officer can make any 
expenditure or ineur any liability against the 
Treasury without the authority of the Su- 
pervisors. Money cannot be transferred 
from one fund to another, and surpluses 
cannot be carried over to another year, but 
must be applied to any unpaid funding 
debt which is outstanding. Until the fiscal 
year 1891 the total income and revenue from 
taxation for city and county purposes is 
limited to $2,100,000, and provisions are made 
for increase after that time in proportion to 
increase of population, All contracts are to 
be made by the Supervisors wit’ the lowest 
bidder, and acheck of 10 per ent on the 
amount of the bid has to accompany the pro- 
posal, which is forfeited if the contractor 
fails to enter into his contract and file his 
bond within five days. The Mayor serves 
two years, and his salary is fixed at $5,000 
perannum. He appoints all officers of the 
city and county not provided for by the 
charter, and fills all vacancies in the Super- 
visors. He is also authorized to appoint a 
board of fvur Police and Election Com- 
missioners, who in turn appoint a Chief of 
Police and the patrolmen, numbering 400, 
until 1891. They also are authorized to ap- 
point a Fire-Marshal nominated by the 
board of Underwriters. The Board of Ed- 
ucation is composed of nine members, and 
the School Superintendent is to be its Presi- 
dent. The amount of the tax levy for 
school purposes cannot exceed $25 for each 
pupil. The Public Library tax cannot ex- 
ceed one mill on the dollar. The Board 
of Public Works consists of three 
Commissioners, and there is also a Street 
Superintendent and Park Commissioners, 
a Board of Health of six members, 
and a Board of Fire Commissioners four in 
number. The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners have full! charge of all matters per- 
taining to elections. The highest salaries 
paid are to the Mayor, Sheriff, City and Dis- 
trict Attorneys, being $5,000 each. A novel 
feature is a Civil-Service Commission of four 
persons, who hold office four years. The 
following sections from the article on this 
topic show the powers of the commissien:

WASHINGTON TOO FAR FROM THE 
PEOPLE. 

Ex-Gov. Seymour, in his recent paper in 
the North American Review upon the po- 
litical situation, might well have summed up 
its most prominent evils in his remark that 
it is extremely difficult for Representatives 
in Washington to ascertain the real senti- 
ments of the people on any subject of Na- 
tional importance. He might have gone 
further and said that the reason for this 
difficulty is purely one of ‘locality. Had the 
Capital of this great country been located at 
Eastport, Me., Portiand, Ore, or Pensa- 
cola, Fla., it could hardly have been further 
away from the people than it is in Washing- 
ton. Socially, commercially, hygienically, ' 
politically, and morally it was a gross mis- 
take. The Capitals of all other great na- 
tions are located in the great cities, like Lon- 
don, Paris, Vienna, Berlin, St. Petersburg, 
and Constantinople, where the legislators 
come in contact with the people, and where 
they feel the influence of the great popular 
currents, and where sinister influences 
cannot operate upon them withuut popular 
detection. Our Capital is a city without 
trade, without commerce, without financial 
interests, without even an individual self- 
control or self-existence, without a distinct- 
ive population. It is a political centre, full 
of political tricksters, peddlers, plotters, and 
swindlers. Its people live upon political 
pickings as the people of Monte Carlo live 
upon gambling, and the one place is just as 
dependent upon politics as the other is upon 
the card-table. 

Once members of Congress have arrived at 
Washington they are as completely isolated 
from their constituents as navigators from 
the world by an arctic winter. They are 
hemmed in by @ cordon of politicians, lob- 
byists, agents of special interests, claim- 
sharks, bummers, seekers for place and seek- 
ers for spoils, and through this crowd of 
slamorous political banditti it is well-nigh 
impossible for the people to make their way. 
They are far removed from all the great cur- 
rents of social, commercial, and National 
life which flow so vigorously in the centres 
of our National progress. They never come 
in contact with the men of business, men of 
letters, men who are directing our progress, 
developing our resources, and originating 
great enterprises. They meet politicians 
everywhere who live in Washington or are 
visiting Washington, some for selfish, others 
for corrupt purposes. They are in the midst 
of a population which lives upon the Gov- 
ernment and sticks to it as persistently as 
barnacles to a post; which is in league to get 
all it can out of the Government; which is 
in sympathy with every faid that is made 
upon the Treasury ; which stoutly defends 
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will be administered in the interests of the 
people rather than in the interests of .poli- 
ticlans.. Then members of Congress will 
know what the people are doing and think- 
ing, how they feel and what they want. 
Their mistakes will be quickly corrected, and 
they will be less liable to occur. Their ex- 


will be emancipated from the pressure of 
claim agents, pension agents, and corpora- 
tions to a large extent. Corruption will not 
show so bold a front in the midst of the peo- 
ple as it does in the midst of its sym- 
pathizers and in the midst of a population 
which fosters it becauge it lives upon it. 
Then criticism will be freer and sharper, and 
reach members of Congress and public func- 
tionaries directly. ‘The change would be 
like coming out of a hot, stifled room into 
the pure air, and its benign influences would 
be manifested at once. Great questions then 
would be discussed from the popular point 
of view instead of the purely political. By 
mingling with the people, legislators would 
learn their views and their needs, and act 
upon them instead of serving the selfish or 
corrupt purposes of monopolists and treas- 
ury-raiders. It wasafatal mistake—the lo- 
cation of the Capitol at Washington, If the 
people of this country ever get ready to move 
it, and will select some live central locality, 
there will be some hope for political reform

FRANCE, 
BAD FOR THE MINISTRY. 

Pants, Jan. 25.—The Ministers today had 
another conference with the committee of 
the Chamber of Deputies on the bill against 
the pretenders, and, in reply to various ques- 
tions, they promised to consider any decision 
the committee might come to. 

After the departure of the Ministers tte 
committee adopted a proposition excluding 
from French territory, Algiers, and the colo- 
nies all the members of families having 
reigned in France, depriving them of political 
rights as citizens, declaring them ineligible 
to any office, and preventing them from be 
longing to the army. 

The resolution of the committee further 
provides that transgressors of the proposed 
law shall be amenable to the correctional 
tribunais, and liable to from one to five 
years’ imprisonment, after whi h they shall 
be again expelled. 

Discussion revealed wide @iw gencies be- 
tween the views of the minor|@ wri the com- 
mittee. 

Proust inquired whether the Ministry 
would use permissive powers if granted, 

The only answer he elicited was that they 
would examine the matter. 

Fallieres, Minister of the Interior, declared 
that no danger existed threatening the Re- 
public. Some trouolesome desires existed, 
but they had no chance of reaiization.

27, 1812, and was intended for the profession

A “Tribune” Inspector Examines 
the Game Supply on South 
Water Street. 


The Frands Practiced by Dealere—How 


to Distingnish Between the Good 
and the Bad. 


On South Water street yesterday rumors 
of an unparalleled game famine were gen- 
erally substantiated. The prevalence of se- 
vere winter seems to have driven ducks far 
south, and none have been secured in num- 
bers this side of the Ohio River, although a 
few are reported as far north as Le Ville, in 
this State. One dealer received several doz- 
en mallards from the interier of Wisconsin 
yesterday, -but they were very poor and 
starved. It seems that a hunter In crossing 
the ice of one of the numerous interior lakes 
came to an air-hole where the ducks were 
holding their own to the last. They were 
too reduced to resist, and he secured the 
flock. Itis not reported that he was hung 
to the first tree, and the wonder is that such 
indifferent neighbors exist in enlightened 
Wisconsin. The ducks are useless dead, and 
the hunter had only to shelter and feed them 


for the winter to receive 
GOOD RETURNS IN THE SPRING. 

Mallards are cheap at $3.50 per dozen, but 
teal duck are too scarceto need quoting. 
There are no other species of wild ducks in 
the market at present, but the reporter re 
corded an attempt of a dealer to paim off a 
sea gull for a duck by cutting off its head. 
Unfortunately for the dealer the feet, wings, 
and feathers remained, and, like.the cloven 
hoof, exposed the nature of the animal. 

The most common game in the market are 
rabbits, deer, and quail. Rabbits are stacked 
up by cords and they are sent in frorf al! the 
surrounding country. ‘They are so pienty 
that dealers advise customers to take a 
club and knock around the sidewalks about 
the limits and kill theirown game in lieu of 
purchase. ‘The little gray rabbit is so 
plenty that $1.25 per dozen, retail, is 
regarded as a good price, n spite of 
this the restaurauts have the consummate 
gall to anenge more for rabbit than the 
searcer and dearer mallard. When the de- 
licious. qualities of a rabbit are more gen- 
erally appreciated it will doubtless be dif- 
fieult to supply the market. In lesser num- 
bers is found ¢be hare, known to those more 
scientifically Inclined as the northern hare 
or white rabbit. These fellows have long 
ears and legs, and when a hunter sees one 
start from under alog he 

YELLS AND SHOOTS THE GAME 
as it stops to observe what is the matter. 
Otherwise pussy would depart for places un- 
known inahurry. When one lays back her 
long ears and hair and starts to run, or rather 
to leap, lightning gives up __ the 
chase trom sheer exhaustion, and the instan- 
taneous photographer jealously damons elec- 
tricity while he searches the camera plate 
for a shadow with a microscope. Aithough 
these fellows are quite plenty in the marke 
and no better eating than their better-fe 
contemporary, the little gray rabbit, yet they 
bring 75 cents each and about $8 per dozen, 
a sum sufficient to purchase six and one-halt 
dozen of the smaller species. 
QUAIL ARE QUITE PLENTIFUL, 

and bring $2 per dozen—about $1.25 more 
than they are really worth. ‘They are the 
easiest shot bird that comes into the market, 
and the expense of shipmentis but trifling 
compared with that of the rabbits which 
bring much less per dozen. A dozen quail 
take up far less s than two rabbits in a 
box, and twelve dozen can be packed in the 
same box that holds only one dozen of the 
other species. It is a vicious law which per- 
mits of the shooting of quail during the win- 
ter. The heavy snows kill vast numbers, 
and powder and sliot added to the destruc- 
tion of Nature cause unnecessary and wicked 
siaughter. These are the times when the 
little things seek the barn-yard for food and 
protection. Here they huddle together for 
warmth, and the brute Granger loads his 


‘blunderbuss full of shot and wipes the 


whole lot out of existence, instead of foster- 
ing the brood to breed hundreds more for 
him another sprinc. There are a few de 
cent farmers who afford protection—all 
honor to them—but they are scarce. 
PRAIRIE CHICKENS 
are not abundant, but the high price—about 
$6.50 per dozen—keeps a good showing in the 
market. In spite of the law preventing their 
shipment outof the State of lowa, it is a well- 
known fact that they are sent herein num- 
bers from that State, and further, that the 
majority of all the prairie chickens sold on 
market come from lowa. A _ species 
nearly the size of the prairie chicken, and 
often mistaken forit by the uninitiated, is 
the ruffled grouse sent here from Wisconsin. 
lt isa more Northern species and sells for 
$1 less per dozen, but is far  bet- 
ter eating for the epicure. ‘These are 
brush birds, and are never taken in the open 
fisids. They are rapid in flight and much 
gamier than the prairie chicken, since the 
latter lives the more sedentary life of 
gemagth They are not so well appreciated 
ere as in the East, where they are sought 
after asa great delicacy. 
SQUIRRELS 
are not uncommon, and two species, with 
two varieties, are found in this market. 
There is the gray squirrel, which is often 
found in the black form, and called the 
“biack squirrel.”’ These are not so com- 
mon as the fox squirrel, which is really the 
typical squirrel of the West, and a great 
delicacy withal. When fried the meat is 
as. tender as the loin of a frog 
and a feast for a hungry 
man. ‘There is a very pretty variety 
of this squirrel in the market sometinges 
from the South, which hasa black belly and 
is known as the black-bellied squirrel, al- 
though not a species by itself. Though an 
improvement on the gray squirrel, it seldom 
or never gets to a Chicago table, as it is 
greatly sought for by taxidermists for stuff- 
ing. Piump squirrels are sold now for 3 
cents per pair, but for others only 75 cents 
per dozen is asked. 
WILD TORKEYS 
are common enough, though 14 cents per 
pound is not inducement enough to create 
much demand. They are supposed to be 
shipped bere from Wisconsin, but in reality 
they come from Southern lowa in greater 
numbers. Why any one will pay more for a 
poor wild turkey than for a fine fat_cock 
from the barn-yard is not explained on South 
W ater street.

A BUNCH OF MEADOW-LARKS 
all the way from Indian Territory. How 
they made their way to mg y to be ped- 
died off for the small sum of $1.50 per dozen 
is not explained. This bird is plentiful 
enough about Cairo just now, and if the 
hunters in that vicinity find ducks scarce for 
sihpment meadow-larks are in good demand 
here. They are best cooked in avery hot 
with a little butter in the bottom, 
and, say, in three minutes’ time.

DEER, ANTELOPE, AND BUFFALO. 

Deer are exceedingly plentiful this winter, 
and can be had for eight aents per pound for 
the whole animal, and _— s for smaller 
quantities. Antelope is much choicer 
eating, and oduces the finest steak in 
the world. can be had for 
14 cents this winter, butis rather scarce at 
any price. Buffalo meat looms up, the red- 
dest of the red, and not altogether a bad 
broil. It may be had for n cents per 

yund by the steak anywhere along South 

ater street, 
POULTRY 
is very scarce indeed; in fact, the scarcity 
was never so mark as at present. The 
spring chicken is a scragay affair, very dear, 
unpalatable, and thin. 6 is in brisk de- 
mand, however, by the epicure, who wants 
to kill off all the pullets and create an egg 
famine next spring. 

There are 150 species of game birds and 
mammals which may be found in the Chi- 
cago market during the year as a whole, a 
fact which unquestionably makes Chicago 
the game centre of the universe. 
twenty belong to the snipe and plover tribe; 
there are six varieties of geese, twenty-five 
of ducks, and many other kinds of fowl 
enumerated as game. 


NORTHERN DAKOTA. 


Rich Grain-Lands—Rapid Develop- 
ment of the Country—-An Engtish- 
man’s Letter to the Loadon “Times.” 
JAMESTOWN, Dak., Jan. 2.—[Editor Lon- 

don Times.|—A dozen years ago the Red and 

James River Valleys were known as vast 

hunting-grounds and the wild haunts of In- 

dians, were traversed occasionally by mili- 

tary detachments and post-traders, and con- 

stituted part of the great American desert. 

The soil, climate, and profitable capabilities 

of the cotntry were regarded as so unprom- 

ising that some of the bold, adventurous 
spirits who pushed thus far west remained 
for several yéars without taking up any land 
or attempting its cultivation. it has only 
been slowly and within the last five years 
that these far-reaching prairies have 
been demonstrated to be superior wheat 
lands, capable, besides, of growing good 
oats, grass, and vegetables, and paying 
handsomely for proper cultivation. The rich 
levels of the Red River of the North and the 

great Territory of Dakota, which covers 150,- 

932 square miles, or about two-fifths larger 

than the area of Great Britain, if intelligent- 

ly and fully cultivated might produce suffi- 
cient breadstuffs not only for the 52,000,000 of 

American subjects, but afford besides a 

moiety to supplement the needs of the more 

closely-peopled countries ef the Old World. 

If ever these far-reaching prairies are largely 

devoted to wheat the staff of life must indeed 

be abundant and low-priced. Western farmers 
aver, however, that the crop can be profitably 
raised for 3) cents per bushel, and when Mr. 

David Grieg, of Mesars. Johan Fowler & Co., of 

Leeds, who has been prospecting this summer 

throughout the Northwest, introduces steam 

cultivation uatiringly working in busy seasons 
during the great part of the twenty-four hours, 
and sowing and reaping as well as plowing are 
effected by steam, even this moderate estimate 


of cost may be reduced. 

Fully five-sixths of this country is capable of 
pronfitabie occupation; four-tifths of it might be 
placed under arabie cultivation. There are few 
mountains Or absolute wastes,no forests; un- 
fortunately, very little timber, excepting along 
river bottoms and creeks. Marshes or * siougha,”’ 
occurring bere and there near rivers or lakes, 
usuaily afford useful meadows either for sum- 
mer grazing or tor hay; some of tnem, at mod- 
erate expense, can be drained. Throughout 
some of the flatter, wetter portions of the Ked 
River powerful ditching plows, drawn by ten or 
tweive borses or oxen, are being used to throw 
up dry, firm roads and furnish oo either side of 
them serviceable waterways. The bdDiack soil of 
this country, rich in nic matter, the débris 


or burnt, ranges from fifteen inches’ to 
thirty inches, is a friable loam 
without stones or tree roots, usually 
costing about $3 for the first breaking. The 
subsoil in the hed River is a yellow cretaceous 
clay; westward throughout Dakota twelve 
to twenty inches of mariis interposed between 
the top soll and the clay; the country is more 
rolling; occasional beds of gravel are met with, 
especially on the knolls, and sandhills are not 
upcommon. : 
Throughout this region during the last few 
years the population and area of cultivation 
have been doubimg annually. Along the great 
railroads, which are extending the ever-widen- 
ing limits of settlement, Villages and towns are 
springing up at intervals of tweive or fifteen 
miles. “Hreootins a few scattered siacier- 
deposited bowiders, stones are scarce. There is 
seldom time to await the manufacture of vricks, 
and the first buildimgs in villages or on the 
farm are of lumber from the Canadian, Michi- 
gan, Wiscousin, or Minnesota forests. Once a 
town site is fixed, stores, schools, churches, and 
municipal buildings quickly foliow. The profits 
of wheat cultivation and the appreciation in the 
value of land are scattering settiers ener: 
Homesteaders in this wide regioa, now unable 
to find free Government lands within thirty 
miles of any railroad, are contentedly settling 
down forty miles from the track, experience as 
suring them that so soon as tbe railroad lands 
are taken up apd cultivated branch liaes wil be 
driven out, or other lines of road brought in, to 
open up the resources of the country.

The only disad- 
vantage Of the system is that the farmer strug- 
giing for a littie ready money is apt to attempt 
more than he can properly accomplish and nég- 
lects Or gives scant attention to his own crops, 
In farming, as in many other Americon enter- 
prises, the tendency is with inadequate re- 
sources to aim at toe ambitious projects. 

The Cooper Brothers, who are located thirty- 
two miles northeastand are getting a raiiroad 
driven through their 46,000 acres, with depre- 
ciated bonds secured two years ago their lands 
at about $1.50 per acre. They have built barns 
and stabling, done about eight miles of ditching; 
their taxes are about $15 r section: about 
one-tenth of their property is now under culti- 
vation; this year they bave 75,000 bushels of 
wheat averaging tweuty bushels an acre, 20,000 
of bariey, and 13.000 of oats. A tittle further 
west; the Gray Brothers have 5,000 acrea, one- 
fourth isnow brokea; one-eighth was under crop 
this year; the wheat made aa average of twenty- 
three bushels an acre.

Dark Horses at a Premium in Nebras- 
ka-A Score of Candidates Still in the 
Field, 

Lincouy, Nep., Jan. 2%.—[Special.)—The 


Senatorial situation remains unchanged. 


T'wo ballots were taken today, but neither 
gave any indication of the final result. The 
same as yesterday, Boyd received nearly the 
entire Democratic vote, while the Republic- 
ans and Anti-Monopolists scattered their bal- 
lots promiseuously among eandidates of 
theirown kind. A conference of Republic- 
ans which was held early this morning to 
fix upon acandidate whom ali could support 
proved.a signal failure, and, with the excep- 
tion of an increase of five in the vote for 


Millard and a slight falling off in the ballot 
for Cowin and Saunders, the Republicans 
cast the saine vote as they did yesterday. It 
is a matter of surprise the way the Republic- 
alis stick to their favorits. ‘ same men 
who voted for Saunders on the first ballot 
voted for him today, and swear they will not 
desert him. ‘The same may be said of the 
support of Millard, Thayer, Cowin, and 
Manderson. An effort is being made to com- 
promise on this latter gentleman, but the ob- 
duracy of the Republican and Anti-Monopo- 
list leaders is such thatno compromise has 
been vossibie. An agreement between Dem- 
ocrats and Anti-Monopolists also seems im- 
possible, although tonight a strong effort 
looking to end is being made. 
There is more likelihood even of the Anti- 
Monopolists going to the Democrats than 
vice versa. This isoneof the reasons why 
the Democrats are playing the game in such 
an independent manner. ‘lhere are rumors 
tonight that Saunders will withdraw from 
the race, but that gentleman denies that he 
has any need of making such a move. The 
impression is that not only is Saunders prac- 
tically out of the race, but also Millard, 
Thayer, and half a dozen other prominent 
candidates. The only chance seems to be for 
some dark hurse—the darker the better. At 
present Judge Lake is receiving a quiet 
boom, but whether it will crystallize into any- 
thing solidremaius to be seen. The first bal- 
lot today stood: Boyd, 33; Millard, 2; 
Thayer, 15; Saunders, 14; Cowin, 12; Con- 
ner, 9; Stickle, 8; Manderson, 7; and 15 scat- 
tering.

Prohibition in Indiana. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 
Over 40,000 petitions for the submission of 
the prohibitory amendment at a special elec- 
tion have already been received from every 
county in the State, and have been put into 
the House and Senate. Only eighty-seven 
counties petitioned two years ago, but this 
time the whole ninety-two have already been 
heard from. . 

The discussion of the present status of the 
constitutional amendments occupied the at- 
tention of both branches of the Assembly to- 
day. In the Senate Mr. Foulke concluded 
his exhaustive argument, which is regarded 
as one of the ablest speeches ever made in 
the legislative halls of this State. In con-

After he had 
spoken at great length, net as much on the 
point at issue as upon the merits of prohibi- 
tion, Senator Spann. walked over Brown 
roughshod, by showtng that his speech was 
almost identical with the speeches he deliv- 
ered in the northern part of the State during 
the last campaign. ‘hen he got down in 
his own district—Jackson and Brown Coun- 
ties—he changed his tune and wasa pro- 
nounced submissionist, so asto catch the 
vote of the numerous temperance Democrats 


} in that vicinity.

The discussion was also carried on by Sen- 
ator Caz:ipbdell and Senator Vogies.

ALLEGATIONS OF FRAUD 


Made by David Dows & Co. Against 
Albert G. Wheeler, Formerly Their 


Agent at Syracuse. 

A suit was begun yestemdayin the Supe- 
rior Court by David Dows & Co. agaiust Al- 
bert G. Wheeler, ef Syracuse, to recover $34,- 
000. In the aflidavit for a capias the plaint- 
iffs say that in October, 1879, they made an 
agreement with Wheeler by which he was to 
act as their agent in Syracuse in carrying 
on a commission business for them, 
he representing that he had a large 
number of customers who would give hima 
profitable business. He was to take the or- 
ders and margins, and also send on the 
names of the customers so the firm here 
could open account on their books with 
one, and thus Know exactly how they stood. 
Wheeler, however, as is claimed, sent large 
orders here for the purchase and sale of 
grain and provisions, in the names of ficti- 
tious parties, and of course without taking 
any security or margins, resulting in a 
large loss the firm. Some of those 
orders, itis alleged, were made to appear 
bona fide by Wheeler’s tak the surplus 
margins from some of the deals of actual 
customers and applying them on the fictitious 
trades. Wheeler, it is charged, also had fac- 
simile statements of accounts and biflheads 
printed such as were used by the plaintiffs, 
and when the latter sent out statements of 
account to their custowers through Wheeler 
he would 

DOCTOR UP THE STATEMENTS 
or suppress them and make out new ones on 
his counterfeit blanks, so as to conceal the 
deficiency in the margins. Occasionally also 
he would send an unauthorized order from 
some of his customers intend if such 
trades were profitable to pocket the gains, 
and if they were unprofitable to conceal the 
matter as long as possible, and then straight- 
en tout in some way by forging false ac- 
counts. At other times when statements of 
account were sent to customers, Wheeler, it 
is eharged, would suppress them, and 
make out other statements showing 
a smaller balance to their credit 
and pocket the difference. Sometimes 
also, as is claimed he would neglect entirely 
to send onan order, and then pocket the 
margins received, and aftera time forge a 
notice or letter from the firm to the effect 
that the customer’s order had been filled. 
For instance, in November and December, 
1879, G. C. Gannet deposited $1,150 with 
Wheeler to be used in the purchase of pork 
and lard on *Change. Wheeler never sent 
the order, but pocketed the money, and 
wrote Gannet the trades had been made. 
When the fraud was discovered Dows 
& Co. settled by paying Gannet 
$1,233. About the same time Wheeler, 
as is alleged, converted to his own use $500 
givenby J. E. Weaver to be used as margin 
on 10,000 bushels of vats. In December of the 
same year, also, Wheeler sent an order to buy 
1,500 tierces of lard and 250 barrels of pork, 
and then to sell 500 tierces of lard for the ac- 
count of Charles Spear & Co., but afterward 
confessed Spear & Co. were myths and the 
trades fictitious. Another still more striking 
instance given was that about the 
same time Wheeler ordered’ the firm 
to buy 15,000 bushels. of wheat, 
1,000 barrels of pork, and 1,000 tierces of lard 
for one P. b. Brayton. .Wheeler subsequent- 
ly admitted these orders were fraudulent, 
and the firm settled at a heavy loss. Other 
orders were sent in the name of Jacob 
Crouse, which were closed out at a loss of 
$15,000 on Wheeler’s confessing they were 
fictitious. Thetirm then made up a state 
ment of the losses incurred through Wheel- 
er, which he did not deny, showing he owed 
the firm $258,634 by his peculiar oe 
When these alleged frauds were is- 
covered Wheeler begged the firm not to 
prosecute and disgrace him and his family, 
and the firm finding him irresponsible con- 
cluded not to prosecute him. Itis claimed 
that Wheeler is now able to pay this bal- 
ance, and he is a very heavy dealer in grain 
and provisions here, and has command of 
large sums of money. They think it but 
right he should now liquidate this old claim, 
but lest he should leave the State they asked 
for a capias to have him held-to bail. A writ 
rg -~ tee by Judge Smith under a bond for 


The capias was placed in the hands of 
Deputy-Sheriff Graves, who had no difficulty 
‘in finding the gentleman he was in search of, 
who has been stopping at the Palmer House 
since he came to the city. Owing to the late 
hour at which it was served it was impossi- 
ble, naturaily, for Mr. Wheeler to find bonds- 
men. lie offered, it is understood, to put up 
the amount of money fixed by Judge Smith 
as the bail, but that, of course, could not be 
accepted. He spent the night at his hotel 
under the charge of the Deputy-Sherifl, and 
will doubtless give ball this morning. 
A BRIEP STATEMENT. 

A TRIBUNE reporter saw the prisoner, Mr. 
Wheeler, at the Palmer House last night, 
and asked him if he wanted to give his side 
of the story. He said he did not; that he 
had lived within five blocks of David Dows 
& Co. since Dec. 17 without being molested, 
and that the charge suddenly sprung upon 
him was totally a surprise, ause it was 
wholiy unwarranted. “ Further than this,” 
he concluded, “I have no statement to 
make.” . . 

It has been alleged that Mr. Wheeler is the 
head and front of the corn corner which isat 
present stirring up the souls of the gentle- 
men on "Change—that he, as the representa- 
tive of sundry New York parties, is manag- 
ing the deal. On this subject, however, Mr. 
Wheeler would say nothing, and one or two 
gentlemen who are popularly supposed to be 

nterested in the deal were equally reticent, 
stating that if Mr. Wheeler had anything to 
do with it it was outside of their kuowledge.

WASHINGTON, D. C,, Jan. 25.—A. E. Boone 
was called in the star-route trial. He had 
conversations with Miner, Stephen Dorsey, 
and perhaps John Dorsey. In conversation 
with Stephen, he recommended Moore. 
Miner called at the witness’ house next day 
and saw Moore. Moore insisted Ona salary 
of $150 per month, which Miner agreed to 
allow. After Moore left the city he called 
Miner’s attention to the fact that a check had 
not been sent to Moore’s wife, according to 
promise. He also saw Stephen Dorsey, who 
promptly sent the check upon Boone’s re- 
quest. In conversation with Stephen Dor- 
sey, November, 1877, Dorsey produced a let- 
ter from Peck, desiring him to secure an ex- 
perienced man to get up bids for the next 
iottery. He offered the witness a position, 
but the latter declined to accepta salary, 
demanding an interest in the business, which 
Dorsey finally agreed to give him. 

The witness was asked who received the

ANOTHER DISCUSSION 
followed. 

Bliss said Ingersoll was right in the state- 
ment that the Government assumed that 
Stephen W. Dorsey was the root of the con- 
cern.

The bill, if adopted, 
would compel the insurance companies to 
issue what are termed valued policies, upon 
which, in the absence of fraud, the insured 
could recover the full amount of the face of 
the policy. It also provides a penalty of a fine 
of $1,000, or a term of twelve months in jail, 
or both, to the insured who insures his house 
or stock for more than it is worth. In his 
tour among the insurance men the reporter 
found but one opinion, and that was that it 
was an absurdity.

A party or witness examined in 
any civil suit, judicial proceeding, or inquiry, 
shall not be excused from answering a question 
on the ground that his examination will tend to 
convict him of the commissionof any misde- 
meanor or penalty, or subject him to a forfeit- 
ure, but such answer shali not in any case be 
used as evidence aguinst the person 80 answer- 
ing in any criminal proceeding by the prosecu- 
tcr against such person. 

Sac. 2. Whenever any party or witness shall 
be called to testify in any suit or proceeding in 
this State, and at the time of giving sueh testi- 
mony shall not be ithe State of Lilinois, and in 
the course of such examination shall refuse to 
answer because such answer tends to criminare 
him, or subject him to a forfeiture or penalty, 
then in such case his refusal ‘shall be taken 
— facie evidence of the fact attempted to

exemption shall apply to him as is provided for 
in the preceding section.

ARKANSAS BULLDOZERS. 


Several of Them Héid to Ball by a 
United States Com«aissioner. 

LirrLe Rock, Ark., Jan. 2.—[Special.}]— 
The preliminary examination of the bull- 
dozers, Waddell, McDaniel, Holland, 
and Hutts, charged with raiding in 
disguise on the premises of Burrill 
Lindsay, a colored horse-trader, came 
up for hearing before United 
States Commissioner Goodrich yesterday. 
The United States Attorney dismissed the 
charge against Hutts and called him for a 
witness. By his testimony it appeared that 


the dead body of Harvey Holland, brother of 
one of the prisoners, was laid at his (Hutts’) 
door Wednesday night by two men with 
masked faces, who directed him to take the 
body to friends ef deceased. Hutts did not 
recognize the voices of either. By the wit- 
ness, Burrill Lindsay, and others, it appeared 
that on the night named a party of ten per- 
sons appeared, with faces masked and horses 
disguised, at house of Lindsay, 
and demanded admission, which was 
refused, when the masked men fired on the 
door.. Lindgay had collected some of his 
neighbors to aid him in defending himself, 
and, when the raiders fired, returned the 
fire, by which Holland was killed. The 
voices of the assailants were now recognized 
by Lindsay and triends, and they were ex- 
cited .over the death of one of their party. 
They called each other by name witnout any 
attempt at concealment. ‘The testimony be- 
ing considered adequate by the Commis- 
sioner to show. that the prisoners were guilty 
as charged, their bail was fixed at $2,000 
each, in default of which they were sent to 
jail to await trial in April next.

PAY OF TEACHERS-—NEW SCHOOL SIT ES—

The City Board of Education met last evening, 
all of the members present except Messrs. Bren- 
an, Healy, and Stauber. .

JOHN GILBERT. 

THE UNFORTUNATE ACTOR SLOWLY RECOV- 
ENING-—-IGNORANCE OF His WIFE’S FATE. 
Dr. Danforth, formerly of this city, but now of 

Milwaukee, was in Chicago yesterday, and from 

him were learned some particulars about the 

condition of John Gilbert, the actor, member of 
the Minnie Palmer company, of whom he bas 
bad charge since be was injured at the time of 
the Newhall House fire. Gilbert, it appears, 
jumped from the fifth story window with his 
wife in his arms. .

It is believed 
that his chief injury was a fracture at the base 
of the skull. biood flowed from his nostrils, 
ears, and mouth, and he remained for some 
days after the accident in a state of stupor and 
unconsciousness, The right eye began swell- 
ing at first and protruded beyond the socket.

The people of Lake View are going to be pro- 
vided with better transportation.

There are two companies being formed, but 
both are working in harmony, and will assist 
each other, and perbaps organize under one 
company aftera while. The preliminary steps 
of one of the organizations are so far advanced 
that nearly ali the stock which is needed tor im- 
mediate use has been subscribed for. The 
money thus obtained is to be used 
to purchase a number of Herdics, 
whice can be obtained very one 
These will be used for local travel only, and will 
provide accommodations at once on Evanstun 
avenue, Halsted, or some other street. The 
company will also purchase a large number of 
‘buses and euter into active competiuon with 
the North Chicago City Railway Company for 
furnishing transportation. It is claimed that 
the North Side company does not furnish the 
needed accommodativune to the patrons of the 
line. Instead of keeping pace witb the territory 
as it is settied up, the company is thougnt to be 
@ year or two behind the march of the population 
north of the city. 

Yesterday a new company was licensed at 
Springtield by the Secretary of State. It is to 
be known as the Cook County Tramway Com- 
pany, with a capital of $100,000. The incorpora- 
tors are John V. Le Moyne, Michael Weber, Uod-

As usual, techni- 
eal objections are made to this, but 
it’ is generally found that where 
there is a will there isa way, and a further 
examination will probably disclose the fact 
that the site of the rookery, formerly the site 
of the South Side reservoir, was not pur- 
chased by the sale of water bonds, but by 
MONEY DERIVED FROM GENERAL TAXATION ; 
and the pretense that the proceeds should go 
to the water fund in case it is sold is too 
thin to bear critical investigation. If it be 


true that this lot is the absolute property of 


the water fund, then that much-injured and 
aggrieved fund ought to bring a suit against 
the rest of the funds for the purpose of ren 
covering back rent for the length of time— 
without its choice, too—the water-fund prop- 
erty has been occupied without its ap- 
proval. Late in 1871 the city violently 


entered upon this property, seized it, and 
proceeded to use it for purposes which had 
nothing to ado with the collection and dis- 
tribution of water. It has 
CONTINUED TO USE IT 

up to the presenttime. It has used it as the 
headquarters of the Police Department. It 
bas used it as its library-room. It has used 
it as quarters for the Judges, receiving rent 
from the county therefor, which rent it is 
not ascertained that it ever paid over to the 
water fund. It has used it as small-pox 
headquarters, as Fire Department head- 
quarters, and for other purposes familiar to 
any one who has ever been in the building. 
An enormous amount of back rent must 
have accumulated by this time, sufficient 
to swamp the finances ofthe city if it could 
be collected. It is to hoped, however, 
that the water fund will be merciful and not 
press its claim. 

As a business proposition there can be 

NO DOUBT AS TO THE ADVISABILITY 
of selling the property. If not disposed of 
the city will have to raise $560,000 to finish 
the new City-Hall. That money, which is 
obtained by taxation—taken from the pock- 
ets of the citzens of Chicago—is worth to 
them in their business, or for the uses to 
which they would put it if it were left to 
them, at least 6 per cent, or $21,600 a year. 
If the property were sold for $360,000 the city 
would have to impose no taxes. Its citizens, 
which is the same thing, would save this\in- 
terest of $21,000. If the lot were sold to the 
parties who are now desiring to buy it, or to 
others equally responsible, it would, 
in view of its nearness to the new 
Board of Trade building, be built 
over within a year. The structure which 
would be erected thereon would not cost less 
than $360,000. This property, thus im- 
proved, would pay in city and school taxes 
$5,000, In county taxes $1,500, In State taxes 
S6vu, re. a total gain to the communit 
of $29,000. If the lot is rented, as is pro 
by the Mayor, it will, according to experi- 
ence, bring in nothing like that sum. 
THE TOTAL GAIN 

to the city and county, then, by selling the 
property, instead of imposing taxes to com- 

lete the new City-Hall, would be $21,600 in 
interest and $7,400 in taxes, making $29,000. 

itis very difficult to get an idea through 
the head of the majority of the present mem- 
bers of the City Council, and the reporter 
didn’t have much hope when he went forth 
among them all ready to explain these facts 
to them that they would be able to see them 
in the proper light. The result of his con- 
versations with those whom he ran across is 
as follows:

*“ Who is going to give up his water bonds ? 
None are due. If any were taken wp, the 
Controller would have to buy them in_ the 
market and pay a big premium. That 
wouldn’t be good policy.” 

“Where is the moneyto come from to 
finish the City-Hall ?” 

* Out of odds and ends.” 

“ The proposition to sell the lot and spend 
the menuey on the new City-Hall,” said
